JUST what German y ’s fate is to b e dep en ds u p o n the attitu de 
fo the allies to the defeated n atio n , an d the’n atu re o f that atti­ 
tu de is su ch that it su ggests that whatev er German y 's u ltimate 
fate mu y b e, its p resen t co n ditio n is to b e made as hard as p o s­ 
sib le an d its co n ditio n in the immediate fu tu re is likely to b e o n e 
o f co llap se in which o n e o f two ex treme p arties will win the as­ 
cen dan cy . Ray mo n d Ro b in s, who was at the head o f the American 
Red Cro ss in Ru ssia du rin g the war, retu rn ed to this co u n try to 
giv e o u t his imp ressio n s o f the n ego tiatio n s b etween the allies an d 
Ru ssia b efo re that co u n try was b ro u ght u n der the co n tro l o f 
Len in e an d Tro tsky . 
In the articles which ap p eared in the Met­ 
ro p o litan magazin e this p ro min en t American , sp eakin g thro u gh 
William Hard who actu ally wro te the imp ressio n s, said that the 
allied dip lo macy was o f su ch a character as to lead to the u n fo r­ 
tu n ate resu lts in Ru ssia. 
The mistakes o f these go v ern men ts 
made p o ssib le the adv an ce o f the fo rces o f co mmu n ism. 
If this p ro v ed tru e in Ru ssia it seems likely that so methin g 
o f the same kin d will b e the resu lt o f the p resen t p o licies o f the 
allies with regard to German y . In dicatio n s p o in t to the sp read o f 
co mmu n ism in certain p arts o f German y an d o f the gro wth o f 
the mo n archists in o ther p arts o f tin ? co u n try . 
If the mo n archists 
are giv en their o p p o rtu n ity thro u gh the p ressu re o f the allies, 
who refu se to attem p t to co mp o se the situ atio n b y co n feren ce with 
the leaders o f the p resen t go v ern men t o f German y , the wo rld has 
reaso n to ex p ect the dev elo p men t o f a m ilitarist o rder in Ger­ 
man y o f the character o f that which was defeated at su ch co st in 
the Wo rld war. The leaders o f the mo n archist p arty are the lead­ 
ers who sto o d fo r a militarized German y an d the mo re recen t ex ­ 
p ressio n s o f these hav e n o t ten ded to sho w that they hav e rep u ­ 
diated their fo rmer ideas. 
The su rv iv al an d do min an ce o f the 
mo n archist p arty in German y mean s fu tu re wars. 
On the o ther han d, if the co mmu n ist p ro p agan da carries the 
co n v ictio n o f the German p eo p le, an en tirely differen t fate awaits 
German y an d Eu ro p e. 
It is n o t n ecessary to attem p t to dep ict 
what co mmu n ism as the ascen dan t p o wer in German y will mean 
to Eu ro p e. 
The statemen ts made b y the allied go v ern men ts with 
referen ce to co mmu n ism in Ru ssia may v ery well b e taken as an 
in dicatio n o f their attitu de to co mmu n ism an d that attitu de is n o t 
marked b y an y co rdiality . 
Ru t o win g to p ressu re fro m the o u t­ 
side— a p ressu re that co n tin u es in sp ite o f the dan gers to Ger­ 
man y an d therefo re to the n atio n s ex ertin g tile p ressu re— the fate 
o f German y is b ein g shap ed as the fate o f Ru ssia was determin ed. 
The b reakdo wn o l the mo derate p arty in German y will lie charge­ 
ab le again st allied p o licies as mu ch as again st German y ’s ev asio n 
o f her o b ligatio n s. 
It is time that the allied go v ern men ts were ready to admit 
that the o u tside p ressu re will gain n o thin g fo r Eu ro p e, an d that 
the p o litical p u rp o ses it is ex p ected to serv e will fin d their defeat

J ust what Germany’s fate is to be depends upon the attitude 
fo the allies to the defeated nation, and the nature of that atti­ 
tude is such that it suggests that whatever Germ any’s ultimate 
fate may be, its present condition is to be made as hard as pos­ 
sible and its condition in the immediate future is likely to be one,

R a y m o n d Robins, who was at the head of t he American I 
D on g. 
R o y a l r 
j o h n on 
Red Cross in Russia during the war, returned to this country to 
give out his impressions of the negotiations between the allies and 
Russia before that country was brought under the control of 
Lenine and Trotsky. 
In the articles which appeared in the Met­ 
ropolitan magazine this prominent American, speaking through 
William Hard who actually wrote the impressions, said that the 
allied diplomacy was of such a character as to lead to the unfor­ 
tunate results in Russia. 
The mistakes of these governments 
made possible the advance of the forces of communism. 
If this proved true in Russia it seems likely that something 
of the same kind will be the result of the present policies of the 
allies with regard to Germany. 
Indications point to the spread of 
communism in certain parts of Germany and of the growth of 
the monarchists in other parts of the country. 
If the monarchists 
are given their opportunity through the pressure of the allies, 
who refuse to attempt to compose the situation by conference with 
the leaders of the present government of Germany, the world has 
reason to expect the development of a m ilitarist order in Ger 
many of the character of that which was defeated at such cost in 
the World war. The leaders of the monarchist party are the lead­ 
ers who stood for a militarized Germany and the more recent ex­ 
pressions of these have not tended to show that they have repu­ 
diated their former ideas. 
The survival and dominance of the 
monarchist party in Germany means future wars. 
On the other hand, if the communist propaganda carries the 
conviction of the German people, an entirely different fate awaits 
Germany and Europe. 
It is not necessary to attem pt to depict 
what communism as the ascendant power in Germany will mean 
to Europe. 
The statements made by the allied governments with 
reference to communism in Russia may very well be taken as an 
indication of their attitude to communism and that attitude is not 
marked by any cordiality. 
But owing to pressure from the out­ 
side— a pressure that continues in spite of the dangers to Ger­ 
many and therefore to the nations exerting the pressure— the fate 
of Germany is being shaped as the fate of Russia was determined. 
The breakdown of the moderate party in Germany will be charge­ 
able against allied policies as much as against Germany’s evasion 
of her obligations. 
It is time that the allied governments were ready to admit 
that the outside pressure will gain nothing for Europe, and that 
the political purposes it is expected to serve will find their defeat, 
with the breakdown of Germany, while they admit that political 
conditions in Germany are just as unfavorable to the acceptance 
of the allied proposals by the German government as the political 
conditions in the allied nations aru favorable to accepting the pro­ 
posals of the Cuno government. 
Unless the nations confer, Ger­ 
many will be one of two things, that is, a monarchy with mili­ 
tarist leaders or a communist state. 
The policy of the allies is 
inviting such a change and when the change takes place the allies 
will not be advantaged. 
Unless Germany is saved from these 
threats Europe will have cause to curse the leadership that drove 
Germany to re-erect the throne or In embrace communism. 
The 
policy adopted is gaining nothing in the present and it is making 
the future more uncertain and unpromising.

I ndications point to the fact that the operators of the bitn- 
minus coal mines are making an effort to supply the nation’s 
needs and their announcement that in case of a strike in the an­ 
thracite fields they will supply the fuel requirements of the nation 
has brought about a more kindly public sentiment. 
There are several charges that go towards raising the cost 
of coal to its present height. 
Wages in the coal fields are high, 
but it is fair to affirm that wages in the mines are not largely 
responsible for the high cost of coal, the miner receiving but a 
fraction of the price paid by the consumer. Then, the character of 
the product is such that unless it can be placed on the cars directly 
a fter leaving the mine further costs of handling are added. 
In 
addition to this is the high tariff on the railroads, part of which 
is chargeable to tho increase in the wages of railroad workers 
during the past few years. 
Added to this is tile toll exacted by 
the dock companies who handle most of the coal consumed in the 
Northwest and whether or not this is extortionate is a m atter of 
opinion. 
To complete the aggregate of charges there must be 
added the cost of handling the coal by the dealer and margin of 
profit. 
Just what this amounts to has not been determined as 
yet but the United States Coal commission has investigated to 
some degree and will submit the facts at its disposal. 
The com­ 
mission has agreed that it cannot undertake the task of a thor­ 
ough investigation of the profits of dealers as it would cost two 
million dollars to complete such an investigation. 
The public is confirmed in its belief that then* might be re­ 
ductions all along the line. The thought prevails that the amount 
that is added to the cost of mining a ton of coal before it reaches 
the consumer is altogether too high. 
The commission will have 
something to report on this m atter later and in the meantime a 
recommendation has been made to the Interstate Commerce emu- 
mission, which is likely to be accepted, by which the railroad 
rates on coal used in the Northwest will be considerably reduced. 
This is satisfactory to the public but the profits of the railroads 
should not be reduced unless attention is given to the profits of 
others who handle the coal. 
The public cannot expect that tne 
price of coal will be reduced so long as the high cost of materials 
and high wages resulting in a high cost of production and trans­ 
portation remain as they are. High wages determine high prices 
or, at any rate, wages and prices rise and fall together, though 
it is demonstrated that prices rise before wages and wages fall 
before prices. 
If the present standards of wages and living conditions are 
to obtain in America the public must expect to continue to pay 
high prices and a prosperous public will do well to pay for the 
upkeep of a high standard of living and for general prosperity.
